BRITISH WAR EXPERT DECLARES U-BOAT 
IS DEFEATED; ALLIED VICTORY ASSURED 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


New York, Nov. 15.—Arthur Pollen, noted British war expert, has made the following statement to 


the Associated Press on the submarine war: 
"Anything unsatisfactory in the military and political situation in Europe is balanced by the ex- 


traordinary news that the German submarine campaign has broken down altogether. The submarine 
is defeater. This is the most mentons event since the United States declared war. It means we can 
"all stay ia and that America can really come in. 
. 
"Six months ago shipping was' being destroyed, according to some authorities, at a rate of nine mil- 


lion tons per annum. Had this loss continued the Germans had the right to expect, not, indeed, mil- 
itary .victory, but a peace that would mean something much less than defeat. This was Germany s 
only hope, an dit was the allies only anxiety. For every one, including the Germaa high command, 
Mew that with sea communication reasonably safe the military defeat of German arms was certain. 


"In the first fottnight of November the rate of loss of British tonnage of ships greater than 1600 


tons «ach has fallen to about one million tons a year. The present shipbuilding capacity of Great 
Britain alone can make this loss good in less than eight months. At the rate America, Great Britain, 
and Japan are striving to attain, we should replace this loss in less than eight weeks. The rate of loss 
for the last week is actually less than the annual toil of wrecks in peace-time. It is an amazing de- 
velopment. It is not to be expected that losses can remain as low as this. They must fluctuate. But 
they should never cause us serious uneasiness again.

"In face of the revindication of seapower, the greatest war achievement of the British, American, 


and allied navies in the last three and a half years, we may be sure that there will be a reaction of op- 
timism.

INFLICT LOSSES ON ENEMY

New York, Nov. 15.—American soldiers have carried out a successful 


ambush of a German party in No Man's Land on the western front, killing 
and wounding a number of the enemy, while German shells have caused a 
number of casualties in the American lines.

ARTILLERY FIRE ACCURATE.

With the Army in France, Wed- 


nesday, Nov. 14.—The accuracy of 
the American artillerymen's fire has 
evoked enthusiastic comments from 
the French superior officers of the 
command in which are the trenches, 
occupied by the 
American 
troops. 


The general in coniniiind told Amer- 
ican officers today that the marks- 
manship of the artillerymen was ex- 
cellent comparing most favorably 
with that of troops which had been 
at war for years. 


The American officers were high- 


ly elated by the compliment. 
The 


only complaint heard is that a few of 
the American batteries are not as 
rapid as they might be, but they are 
improving daily. 


The infantry is now interesting it- 


self esepcially in patrols. All the 
men who have not had this experi- 
ence are eager to try their hand, and 
some of them have asked to be as- 
signed to this work. It is the unani- 
mous opinion that the men are learn- 
ing more of the science of war by 
their short stay in the trenches and 
gun pits than is possible to gain in 
months of other instruction. While 
the Infantry is 
learning how to 


handle itself in the trenches the ar- 
tillery, in addition to the actual fir- 
ing, is acquiring most valuable ex- 
perience in observation work 
and 


locating enemy bateries by the sound 
method. 
The heavy guns on both 


sides are now engaged in a duel at 
long range, with the lighter pieces 
working at targets nearer the lines. 


Major General Sibert's fifth son is 


now in the army. Two of his sons 
are captains, one is a lieutenant and 
one a West Point cadet, and the gen- 
eral instructed his fifth and young- 
est son to keep away for the present. 
He has been advised, however, that 
his youngest felt he could keep out 
of the army no longer. He has just 
enlisted as a private.

wireless 
messages in code from Pago Pago to 
the Americaniconsul were intercepted 
and the German crew believed the 
Count had been raptured. On Sep- 
tember 5. a French trading schooner 
from Papeete, the Lntcce, put in at 
the island. First Lieutenant Kling 
took a motor boat and machine gun 
and captured the ship. She had a 
large cargo of flour, salmon and beef 
and a supply of water. Kling and 
his crew 
dismantled the wireless 


plant and left the island In the Lu- 
tece that night, leaving 48 souls, In- 
cluding the Americans, the crew of 
the French trader and four natives 
of the island. Scant provisions, and 
bad at that, were left them. Besides 
these, they found a few cocoannts 
but the great number of rats on the 
island destroyed them. There was 
plenty of fish and turtles. 
, A small boat had been left behind 
and the marooned men fitted it up. 
The captain of the Manila with a 
small crew started out in the boat 
for Tahiti on September 8. They 
failed to reach Tahiti and returned 
exhausted on September 1C. Captain 
Smith with three men 
took 
the 


«mall boat and managed 
to reach 


Pago-Pago ten days later.

Captain Smith said that after the 


Seeadler was abandoned, the 
Ger-1 


n»ans used dynamite to destroy the 
ship's masts so tliat passing vessels j 
might not sight them. They were un- 


able to sink the Manila as she was 
loaded with lumber and the derelict 
now probably is a menace to naviga- 
tion. Although the Secadler may be 
a wreck, it is possible that her guns 
still are in position to use. 


Forty-four persons still arc 
on 


Mopeha island, but Captain Smith 
said they were not 
in 
immediate 


danger of starvation. 
There 
are 
turtles and fffih on the island, he 
said, and the water, while brackish, 
is not dangerous. The only danger, 
he said, is of sickness. One man had 
gangrene when be left. Some medi- 
cine was left, but he doubted that 
the survivors knew how to use it- 


Recent dispatches indicate 
that 


the captain of the Seeadler and five 
of his crew were captured on Sep- 
tember 21 off the Fiji islands by 
Fijian constabulary- What became 
of the men who left Mopeha island in 
the Lntece is not known.

With the British Army in Belgi- 


um, 
Wednesday, Nov. 14—The 


forces of Crown Prince Rupprecht of 
Bavaria have made their first pre- 
tentious effort to regain Passchen- 
daele village, in accordance with the 
edict of Field Marshal von Hlnden- 
berg that the place should be recap- 
tured, and have failed. 


The enemy's attack made late yes- 


terday afternoon, against 
positions 


on the crest of the ridge north of the 
hamlet, was atempted with 
large 


forces and was a most determined ef- 
fort to retake this gem of their de- 
fense, but the assaulting troops were 
hurled back after a grim struggle, 
leaving the British line before Pas- 
schendaele intact. 


The greater part of the enemy in- 


fantry was stopped by the tremend- 
ous British artillery barrage, which 
ploughed through their ranks as they 
began the advance, but 
some 
of 


them, answering to that famous dis- 
cipline, ingarined by Prussian mili- 
tary rule, pushed through this rain of 
death and reached the British front 
line. 


A sanguinary struggle 
followed 


at close quarters. The Germans bat- 
tled doggedly, but the British sold- 
iers flung themselves upon the ene- 
my with such ferocity that he was 
compelled to give ground and final- 
ly retired, leaving many dead upon 
the barren crest. 


The enemy attack was prefaced by 


a terrific bombardment. The Ger- 
man guns opened on the right at 4 
o'clock yesterday morning. The Brit- 
ish had been expecting the counter 
attack for several days/ Captured 
German officers had freely admitted 
that the loss of Passchendaele was 
regarded as a most serious matter 
and that every effort would be made 
to retake it. 


All day Passchendaele and the for- 


ward area were shelled continuously 
br the concentrated German artillery, 
while the British heavies and field 
guns replied with a heavy artillery 
bombardment of the enemy's lines 
and battery positions. No such ar- 
tillery duel had occurred along the 
British front in many weeks. 
For 


hours it was maintained by both 
sides with a drum fire intensity that 
shook the country for miles around. 
Windows in houses fifty miles away 
rattled as if in a wintry blast, and 
in a town 75 miles by airplane from 
the scene of activities -the detona- 
tions could plainly be heard. About 
4:JO o'clock in the afternoon enemy 
infantry was seen advancing south- 
ward along the ridge on a front of 
about 700 yards toward the British 
positions. At the same time the Ger- 
mans dropped a heavy barrage on 
Goeberg spur to the west to prevent 
infantry assistance coming to the 
British from that quarter. 


The "S. O. S." signal 
went up 


from the British lines and the great 
British artillery machine responded 
as though a lever had been thrown. 
All the British guns within range 
came into action with an inferno of 
noise, that, was,appalling, and their 
miriad of shells began breaking in a 
steady rain across the ridge in front 
of the advancing Germans. 


The enemy was attacking in force 
and as they surged along the high

The shrill chat- 
ter of the machine guns and the 
crack of the rifles along the British 
positions joined the chorus of the 
guns, and a stream of steel was 
whipped out across the open ground 
waist high into the German ranks. 
But nevertheless these men continued 
to advance determinedly. The order 
had been given that Passchendaele 
must be retaken regardless of cost. 
They were paying the cost now in 
their spectacular, but futile cahrge

NEEDS SAYS COX 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, Nov. 15. — "We have 


the substance and the purpose to 
help make the world free from the 
germ of autocratic denial of human 
rights," declares the Thanksgiving 
Day proclamation, issued today by 
Governor James M. Cox, in designat- 
ing Thursday, November 29, as a 
day of thanks. 


"Our harvests axe abundant — -more 


than our needs, if we mark the dif- 
ference between extravagant self-in- 
dulgence and reasonable necessity. 
Age and experience point to the les- 
sons and noble "unselfishness Of the 
past ,and youth resolutely comes for- 
ward to the task o? the hour." The 
proclamation follows: 


"Our fathers established the cus- 


tom of a concerted giving of thanks 
to the Almighty, because they -held 
/irmly to the belief that He ruled 
the things of earth, and that both 
blessings and reverses are dispensed 
by an all-wise hand for a purpose. 


"From the present unhappy events 


of the world, and our part in them, 
there ia^much for reflection. 
The 


observation that institutions born of 
progress are cracking at their very 
base because of a lofty idealism may 
seem at first thought to be at fault, 
still it cannot be denied that the 
force behind the war. is a protest 
against injustice. To hold ourselves 
away from this movement would be 
an abandonment of the principles 
that established and maintained our 
republic. 


"The finite mind may wonder why 


it is. but no advance in the condi- 
tions of man or 
without sacrifice. 
nations is made 
There would be 
. ----- ----- „ _ 


no nobility to an ideal if it did not 
arouse the spirit to shake itself from 
the materialistic view, and abandon 
every thought save for the common 
good. 
Our fathers passed through 


the experience of threatened disas- 
ter to plant human freedom on soil 
where God intended it shoflld grow 
into an inspiration to the hopes of 
others. 


"This generation has lived in the 


full fruits of plenty and content- 
ment. An unbroken peace and pros- 
perity has developed the hardpari* of 
indifference. 
We are to be enriched 


in character by the awakened reali- 
zation that what we have under our 
government is worth sacraficing for 
and that we will exhalt humanity by 
giving of our resource and strength 
in order that other races may know 
and enjoy the blessings common 
to us.
